Isaac Pusey Gray. 


A message was received an hour pre- 


vious, saying that one consultation of 
physicians had been held, the patient 
being unconscious, and that another 
would be held at 7, but death ensued. 
The minister was at the American hos- 
pital, in care of Dr. Bray, an English 
physician. 


Biographical. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. 15.—Word 


was received here last night of the 
death of Issac Pusey Gray, minister to 
Mexico. The telegrams say he ar- 
rived at that city yesterday morning 
in an unconscious condition from an 
attack of double pneumonia. He was 
taken to the American hospital, and 
his condition pronunced extremely 
alarming from the beginning. His son 
Pierre Gray received a telegram in- 
forming him of his father's illness, and 
last night received a later telegram' 
announcing the death. 


Minister Gray had been to this city, 


having been called home on account of 
the serious illness of his son Pierre, 
who has been sick for nearly a year. 


From here he went to Washington, 


where he received some instructiona 
from the department of state, and left 
last week for the City of Mexico. 


Isaac Pusey Gray was born in Ches- 


ter county. Pa., October 18, 1828. His 
ancestors were all Quakers. In 183«i his 
parents moved to Urbana, O., and aft- 
erwards 
*o Darkp county, where 


both died. In 1855 he moved to Union 
City, Ind. He was colonel in the fourth 
Indiana cavalry during the civil war. 
In 1H6G he was a candidate for the 
nomination for congress on the repub- 
lican ticket and was defeated in the 
primaries by George W. Julian. In 1868 
he was elected to the state senate, and 
remained a member of this body for 
four years. In 1370 he was tendered 
th» consulate at St. Thomas, in the 
West Indies, but declined the posi- 
tion. He was a delegate-at-large to 
the liberal republican convention that 
met in Cincinnati in 1872, and was ap- 
pointed by the convention member for 
Indiana of the national committee. 
His name was placed before the demo- 
cratic state convention in 1872 for 
congressman-at-large, and in 1874 for 
attorney general, but was both times 
withdrawn at his request. In 1876 he 
was chosen by acclamation by the dem- 
ocratic convention for lieutenant-gov- 
ernor, and ran with James D. Wil- 
liams, familiarly known as "Blue 
Jeans" Williams, and was elected with 
the latter, who defeated 
Benjamin 


Harrison for frovernor in that year. 


Upon the death of Gov. Williams, 


Gray became governor. In 1830 he was 
a"-a'in nominated for the same position, 
but was defeated at the polls. In that 
vear with Prank Landers he was de- 
feated by Porter and Hanna on the re- 
publican ticket. 


In 1884 Gray received two-thirds 


of 
tlie 
delegates' 
votes 
in 
the 


democratic state convention lor gyv- 
ernor, and made the race against ex- 
Congressman Calkins. In that year 
his plurality in the.state was 7,392, 
while that of Cleveland was but 6,572. 
In 1880, when h« was defeated with 
Landers, ne was beaten by only 4,770, 
while landers was defeated by a plu- 
rality of 6,953. 
Since the expiration of hia term at 


office in 1888 he has been the recognized 
leader of the democratic party in thi» 


state, and in 1882 was prominently 
mentioned ii connection with the 
gubernational convention of the party, 
but his name was not presented to the 
convention. 
In that year he was 


spoken of by members of his party in 
this state as a possible candidate for 
the presidency, but went to St. Louis as 
an avowed candidate for the vice-presi- 
dency. 


In 1892 he was again mentioned in 


connection with the presidency, and 
two factions in the party were worked 
up on account of this. One was the 
Cleveland and the other the Gray fac- 
tion. The war between the factions 
was very bitter for a time, but before 
the meeting of the convention Gray 
had become an avowed candidate for 
the tail of the ticket, and his friends 
sought only 
this 
honor for him 


in 
the 
convention. 
After 
the 


election of Cleveland it was conceded 
that Gray would receive some good 
foreign mission or other rich plum in 
the power of the president to bestow. 
He was appointed minister to Mexico 
and Immediately left for the City of 
Mexico to take the position and has 
been back to this city, his home, twice 
since his appointment.
